Ex-OSU Student Sues 
Over Exam Process 


Frank/Garner, who was a pol- 
itical science graduate student 
at Ohio State University, is 
suing the university over the 
examination process for doc- 
toral candidates. 

Garner, a native of Florida, 
was a graduate student in polit- 
ical science in 1978 when he 
failed the examination to 

‘become a candidate for a doc- 
torate, his lawsuit says. 

The lawsuit names the OSU 
Board of Trustees and the 
graduate school executive 
committee. 

Garner currently lives in 
Charlotte, N.C: He filed his suit 
in the U.S. District Court here 
in Columbus. 

In the suit, Garner says he 


received four passing votes 
and one failing vote. To pass 
the test, a student must receive 
passing votes from the entife 
committee. 

After Garner failed the test, 
the executive committee 
upheld the vote to disallow him 
from becoming a doctoral 
candidate. 

Garner worked for The CALL 
& POST for just-over-a year, 
starting in July 1979. While at 
OSU, he worked in the Office 
of Minority Affairs. 

He chargéd in the suit that 

_the rule requiring unanimous 
approval for a student to pass 
the examination, which con- 
sists of oral and written parts, is 
unfair. 


“unanimously July 26 to 
approve a plan to spend $1 mil- 
lion of the $42.5 million bond 
issue by the voters last 
November for the 1-670 project.

Medical Mutual is basically a Mutual Insurance Company 
owned by its subscribers and acts as a claims processing

Blue Gross is a non profit corporation regulated by the 
state and has no shareholders. 

The natural inclination is to blame both of them forruna- 
way health costs, but there are plenty of culprits to go 
around starting with doctors whose fees rise as fast as the 
public will stand them, with doctors who over prescribe, 
with patients who liberally utilize benefits, with area hospi- 
tals who have over 1,000 excess beds, and millions of dol- 
lars worth of excess equipment like catscanners and radia- 
tion bombardment units. ;

As a-parent you must provide 
your child with food, clothing, 
shelter, medical care ang edu- 
cation. This responsibility is 
primarily in the father's lap but 
if the father is not capable of 
meeting all of the needs then 
mother is next in line. 

When a family receives pub- 
lic assistance, it still retains 
rights regarding the control of 
their children. However, some 
people have voiced fears that 
allowing-the government into 
their homes will cause a tug-of- 
war. between them. and the 
state for their children. Ruben 
allays that fear. But the 
government has closer tabs on 
families receiving assistance 
than on those who are not. 

Once the parent makes it 
through the Pac-Man like laby- 
rinth and retains aif of his 
rights, then the parent is in a 
position to make certain 
demands of his children: Obey 
me. As a parent, you can 
demand respect, or at least, 
cooperati 
ren. If you can't handle them, 
then.the courts will.

A constitutional amendment 
provided fot the secretary of 
State's office to be filled by a 
vote of the people for a two 
year term. In 1954 the term was 
extended to four years by the 
adoption of a constitutional 
amendment. Ted W. Brown, 
former Republican Secretary 
of State who served longer (28 
years) than anyone else. was 
firstto hold the office under the 
the four-year term law 

Ted Brown, however, wasn't 


the tirst Brown to win the: 


office. According to the fed- 


- eral, state and county officer's 


roster, Thad H. Brown of 


Franklin County served from 


1923 to 1927. Thad. Brown was 
succeeded by another Brown, 
the late Congressman Clar- 
ence J. Brown of Urbana, who 
represented the 7th District for 
many, many years. 

Although Clarence J. Brown 
Jr. succeeded his father in the 
Congress, he obviously 
decided not to follow the trail 
laid out by his father. Instead, 
young Brown elected to go 
after the top spot, thus heis the 
Republican's gubernatorial 
candidate. But in winning the 
namination, young Brown pre- 
vailed where his old man al- 
tered. Brown Sr. lost his’ 1928 
primary race to former Gov. 
Myers Y. Cooper of Cincinnati.
